Threatens Early War, [ke Warns 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 15—(7)— 
Gen. Eisenhower warned gravely 
Sunday that if the Mediterranean 
nations should lose their independ- 
ence to totalitarianism, “war... 
would be close to us.” 

In his final report as Chief of 
Staff (the office which he left a 
week ago) Eisenhower set forth 
his views on .the gulf between the 
Democracies and Russia. He didn’t 
mention Russia by name but the 
words he chose left no doubt of 
his meaning. He sketched in the! 
outlines of what he believes the’ 
United States needs militarily to) 
survive until world peace is a 
reality. 

The high strategist of World 
War II presented the picture this 


Way: 
“Our traditional friends in West- 

ern Europe are in straitened cis- 

cumstances and some are threat- 


tant political party whose obvious 
urpose is to promote chaos and 
nsurrection for the advantage of 
an alien ideology. Were those 
countries to give up the good fight 
for our common heritage of liber- 
ty. and become the pawns of to- 


“Naturally, we would prefer to 
discount the likelihood of such 
grave developments.

eld steel, comes straight from John L. McCaffrey, the boss. 


The king-size McCaffrey is President of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company, whose firm 
would be the biggest producer of plows and cot- 
so fastidious about its finger nails. Not all the 
help, you understand. 

Thousands of men who are members of 23 
different Unions whistle while they work for, 
McCaffrey, he told the House Agriculture Com- 
ittee. They turn out hay balers and oversized 
motor trucks with a will and a vim. 

But over at East Moline he has this works 
feared to turn out 40,000 machines a year, mostly 
combines, which are big widgets using a lot of 
metal. This is hard to.find. McCaffrey has 
agents all over, scrabbling for any old kind of 
steel that can be stamped into farm machinery. 

These fellows—he calls ‘em expediters— 
thanked their lucky stars a month ago when 
they came by a load of sheet steel which they 
dispatched to East Moline. — 


There a foreman and five of his helpers 
took one look at this metal, sniffed, and said 
it was too greasy. They refused to touch 
tt. McCaffrey said it was not, either, too 


greasy. 


He pointed out that sheet steel is greased by 
the manufacturers to make it easy to handle, so 
the workers can slide it around. And if there 
was too much grease on it; why not wipe some 
ef it off? ; 

His assistants glanced at their glistening fin 
ger-tips (rosebud polish, I guess) and said noth- 
ing doing. This made the International Harvester

tom pickers in the world if only the help wasn’t — 


Company so unhappy that it decided they should 
be disciplined. Under the Company’s contract 
with the CIO United Farm Equipment and Metal 
Workers’ Union it couldn’t slap ’em on the wrist, 
but it could lay ’em off a few days without pay. 
“So we sent ‘em home for five days,” Me- 
Caffrey testified. Then his troubles began. 


When the five days were up, some of 
their fellow workers decided they’d take five 
days off work. They did so. Then. the ones 
who didn’t quit the first time took off five 
days, and all still is confusion in East Moline. 


The greasy steel’s still on the floor, every- 
body’s arguing with everybody else, the plant’s 
closed down most of the time and when it isn’t, 
the produ@tion lines operate by fits and starts. 
All the machinery that’s been produced in East 
Moline in the last 30 days could go in a boll 
Weevil’s eye. 

McCaffrey said sadly, glancing at his own 
not-so-wellenanicured fingers, that if the boys 
didn’t change their ways, he might have to shut 
the works permanently. Some of the Congress- 
men said wasn’t this the Union that was domi- 
nated reputedly by Communists? 

He’d heard as much, McCaffrey said, but he 
didn’t want to denounce the whole Union; just 
the fellows who thought more of their clean fin- 
gers than they did of their jobs. Fact of the 
matter, he said, the same Union was operating 
another plant across the river at Rock Island 
and everybody was happy. He couldn't under- 
stand it.

Senator Taft Turns to Foreign Policy 


ON TOUR WITH SEN. TAFT—In the Midwest where he finds a receptive audience, Sen. Taft 
of Ohio carries his campaign for a negative, stand-offish sort of foreign policy. fe 


It has a three-fold objective, obviously: 


First, to whittle down the Marshall Plan considerably below the requested sum. 
Second, to promote his own candidacy for the Republican Presidential nomination, which has .its

basé in and draws sustenance from the Middle W est. : 


Third, to shape the Republican Party’s future 
foreign policy at the forthcoming Philadelphia 
Convention in June as closely as possible to his 
own views, which should stir up a great battle 
that is bound to have a far-reaching influence 
on his party and on the nation, however it comes 


out. 


| In effect, the powerful Ohio Senator ac- 
: eepted the challenge thrown down recently 
. by Harold Stassen. The younger aspirant 
for the nomination, after announcing his de- 
cision te enter the primary in Sen. Taft's 
own State for a test on issues, immediately 
launched upon a campaign, on his own New 
England tour, on behalf of the internation- 
alist wing of the party. 


The object is to put through the Marshall 
Pian at the figure fixed by the Truman adminis- 
tration. Also, to revise and strengthen the 
United Nations by doing away with the veto and 
by making the organization into something ap- 

ching an effective world government with a 

y of substantive law and an international 

police to enforce its decisions. 


After listening closely to the Ohio Senator’s 
speeches on his tour that includes Illinois, In- 
diana, Minnesota, Nebraska and Colorado, the 
observer is struck most forcibly by the negation 
of the Taft foreign policy—its frustration, its 
lack of confidence in our potentials and influence, 
its am-I-my-brother’s-keeper plaint. It makes 
out the United States to be a timid and hesitant 
nation, extremely jealous of preserving its own 
“liberties,” instead of using boldly the tremen- 
dous power with which those “.iberties" endow 
it to be of help beyond our borders. 


This all adds up, of course, to what we onde 
#alled “isolationism,” though Sen. Taft seeks to 
escape the literal label by insisting upon his will- 
ingness to do something, and By advocating the 
implementation of the United Nations by estab- 
lishing a gode of law and justice. He would 
not, however, abandon the veto, but would re- 
tain it to‘ protect our interests. ! 

His message goes. well with select audiences 
largely composed of businessmen and conserva- 
tive politicians of the Midwest, a presently pros- 
perous people and hoping to remain so. They 
listen contentedly and seemingly take without 
question such a statement as the one in his 
St. Paul speech that the productive facilities of 
“many” of the countries involved in the Mar- 
shall Plan “were hardly injured by war.” 

' ” He added: “Yet they are still dependent on 
foreign aid,” and asked, “Is it our fault or theirs?” 


His frustration comes out in many other 


ways, among them in his stress on past “mis- 
takes” in our policy and in his picture of people 
in other nations as being so different from us 
that it is difficult to understand each other. 


Without naming him, Sen. Taft hit direct- 
ly at Harold Stassen in St. Paul, Mr. Stas- 
sen’s home, by building up a horrendous 
straw man in “a world state” or “super- 
state,” though his rival for the nomination 
never has gone that far. He also described 
as “completely false” an analogy often used 
by Mr. Stassen in arguing the practicability 
-of a strong world organization, in which the 
former Minnesota Governor points back to 
our own success in creating a Federal Union 
out of colonies with so many differences. 


Sen, Taft's recital of all sorte of difficulties in 
the way of a “world state,” in which he holds 
up the fear that the United States wouid be out- 
voted to the detriment of its freedom, its eco- 
nomic welfare, its trade, and so on, sounds much 
like-the talk heard over a quarter of a century 
ago from opponents of the League of Nations.

Otis and First Oalifornia were 
joint managers of a_ syndicate 
which offered 900,000 shares of 
new Kaiser-Frazer common Feb. 4 
but later withdrew the offering 
after it had been sold.
